As part of the Northampton Arts Lab 
takeover of the H&P, a teacher tells 
of the reality of life in the classroom 
and why they are quitting 



Go on. Tell me about the holidays. 
Tell me about the weekends free. 
Teh me about the short workday. 

Teh me it’s just messing about with 
scissors and glue. Teh me, and I will 
chew your ear off with how wrong 
you are. Not figuratively - literally. I 
will bite your ear off. 

Really, I should have seen this 
coming. The teachers I admired 
most told me this was stupid profes¬ 
sion, and I agreed with them. I still 
did it. But I could see the reason 
why it had to be done, and it some¬ 
what chimed with my own personal 
sensibilities and core beliefs. I love 
the experience of learning, and per¬ 
haps, just maybe, I could spread 
that. 

Except that isn’t the case. I can’t 
remember the last time I had a five 
day week - usually it’s at least six, as 
Sunday is spent marking and writ¬ 
ing and planning. I know that’s part 
of the job, but it becomes wearing 
when in actuality it’s more a seven 
day week as I’ll likely work on the 
Saturday as well. I’ll also work 
before school. I’ll also work when I 
get home. And if I’m not working, 


ght: it’s everything else 


I’m definitely thinking about it. I 
don’t actually have spare time. 

Time was, I could read a book in a 
week, a few days even. I genuinely 
have read two or three books this 
year, because I don’t have the time, 
except when I do I’m too tired to 
give it the mental effort it needs to 
enjoy it properly. I’ve got a copy of 
Jerusalem sitting on a shelf waiting 
for me to start - it’s no exaggeration 
to say I’ve been waiting to read this 
book for at least six years, and I 
haven’t even started it yet because 
of schoolwork. This is why I handed 
in my notice after only half a term. I 
know what I signed up for, and this 
is not it. 

Every day, it is an endless grind. 
Other jobs are grinds, yes - but they 
stop at the job, generally. Teaching 
follows you. In a way, it’s the kids. 
Not their fault, but we sign up for 
the responsibility to teach your kids 
(note: not look after, or raise: teach), 
and that responsibility is huge, 
especially considering some of the 
cabbage-headed parents that exist. 
We do it for them, and in my resig¬ 
nation letter and when I tell the kids 
that I’m leaving, I’ll make sure they 
know: it’s not because of them. It’s 
everything I have to deal with to get 
to them. 

Never before have I known my life 
to be subsumed by something com¬ 
pletely. Relationships have never 
taken over my life, school (when I 
was in it, not leading it) was a part 
of life. At university, I managed a 
relationship, a full-time university 
course, a part-time job, and still 
found time to write a novel and run 


a podcast in my spare time. Since I 
started training, I’ve been lucky 
enough to have a very understand¬ 
ing girlfriend who thankfully has 
supported me through this. But I 
can’t do this to her, and I can’t do 
this to myself. My stress levels never 
seem to waver, my health is bad and 
my girlfriend has just showed me a 
picture of when we first met - 
though not fat, I was certainly 
healthy. Now I’m a skinny rake, and 
not happy about it. 

Organisation seems to be the key 
word. Keeping on top of paperwork, 
making sure I have planned in 
advance, resources are prepared, 
and you can lead a good healthy 
work/life balance. Except that it’s 
principle. In practice, you are con¬ 
stantly playing catch up with cul¬ 
ture of education. A constantly 
shifting National Curriculum, 
reminders in-house policies that 
you’ve never heard of before mean I 
can never actually teach how I want 
to, or I think best suits the children. 
The paperwork instilled from man¬ 
agement, from the top and middle, 
make it unreasonable to do any¬ 
thing properly. But this is just the 
paperwork - even this might be sur¬ 
mountable if it weren’t for the 
bloody interference. 

Actual in-class teaching is con¬ 
stantly observed, scrutinised and 
deemed not quite good enough. In 
theory, they are there to form part 
of your Professional Development. 
In practice, it feels much more like a 
game: what did you do that was 
adequate, and what did you do that 
wasn’t up to scratch according to 


some form of invisible standards 
that are unattainable because three 
or four different people have an idea 
about what is expected, only their 
ideas are different, they haven’t 
spoken to each other and whose 
ideas don’t agree with each other 
anyway. 

Knowledge isn’t valued, nor the 
compunction to inspire and light 
ideas that inspire children. Instead, 
it is the expectations of three ways 
to differentiate work in a manner 
that doesn’t make sense or take into 
account a child’s personal feelings 
towards the work. If a child doesn’t 
get it, well, they should because 
their previous levels of progress say 
they should. Learning doesn’t work 
that way - but that’s way we’ve been 
told we have to teach. We’ll make it 
work, as much as putting a gauze 
bandage on a head wound will keep 
you alive. 

Some have said I’m bailing way 
too early. I disagree. I feel I’m get¬ 
ting out while I still can. I’m young, 

I can retrain, and getting out of this 
gives me an opportunity to still 
have a life. If you’re a teacher read¬ 
ing this and this chimes with you, 
get out. If you’re thinking about get¬ 
ting into teaching, don’t do it. 
Government trickled down all the 
way to middle management to suck 
the life and joy and fun and experi¬ 
ence of teaching. You may as well 
stack shelves.

Jail for man who 
slit US girl’s neck

A man has been jailed for 
seven years for the attempt¬ 
ed murder of a 19-year-old 
girl who flew in from the USA 
to meet him. 

David Russell, 25, of Duston, 
was sentenced at 
Northampton Crown Court 
on Tuesday, having been 
found guilty following a trial 
in September. He will serve 
seven years in prison and 
seven on licence. 

Evidence heard by the jury 
revealed Russell ( pictured ) 
had an online search history 
of phrases like ‘how to kill 
someone and get away with 
it’, ‘best knife to kill’ and ‘how 
to knock someone uncon¬ 
scious’. He had researched 
them as his teenage victim 
was flying into the country 
from California to visit him. 

Russell, who worked at 
McDonald’s Sixfields at the 
time, had formed a relation¬ 
ship with the victim via social 
media in September 2009. He 
called himself Oliver Sykes, 
band member of British rock 



band, Bring Me The Horizon. 
The court heard how the 
couple began communicat¬ 
ing everyday, but eventually 
the victim discovered that 
Russell had a girlfriend and 
was leading a double life. She 
sent a message to Russell’s 
girlfriend through Facebook 
telling her that they had been 
speaking to each other. 

On April 1, 2011 the victim 
flew into the UK. She landed 
at Heathrow and made her 
way to Northampton. Russell 
met her at Northampton 
train station and they got a 
taxi to Harlestone woods. 

Russell told the victim that 
his grandfather had taken 
him to these woods and 
asked her to sit down. 

He then blindfolded her and 


asked her to put her head 
back and arms out because 
he had a gift for her. 

Speaking in court, the 
victim said she then felt her 
throat being slit. She became 
aware of bleeding and stood 
up. He then stabbed her in 
the right shoulder twice. 

The victim says she then fell, 
before he sat on her, tried to 
strangle her, head-butted her 
and hit her head with a log. 

She said: “I remember him 
saying, ‘why won’t you die?’.” 

Russell only left the scene 
after the teenager said she 
had given his name to 
customs at the airport and 
told him she would not tell 
anyone what had happened. 

The girl retraced her steps 
out of the woods and sought 
help from a nearby house. 

Russell was later arrested at 
his home by police. He 
claimed she’d been black¬ 
mailing him and that he had 
intended to just scare her by 
scratching her neck. 

Russell was arrested and 
charged in April 2011, and 
found guilty following a trial 
in September 2016.

Council sorry 
for Town loan

A council has ‘unreservedly’ 
apologised for the failings which 
have been identified in a damn¬ 
ing report into it’s £10.25m loan 
to Northampton Town FC. 

Three years after the money was 
given to the club for the redevel¬ 
opment of Sixfields stadium, a 
32-page report into Northampton 
Borough Council’s handling of 
the loan has been released. 

The audit, by Price Waterhouse 
Cooper, reveals the authority had 
rushed to approve the loan due to 
‘political and management pres¬ 
sure’, and that credit checks had 
identified the club as ‘high risk’ 
due to its financial performance. 

It also found that too much 
money was given to the Cobblers 


- whose chairman at the time was 
David Cardoza - too soon and in 
advance of need. 

Furthermore, it was also discov¬ 
ered there was no formal moni¬ 
toring by the council - whose 
leader at the time was current 
Northampton South MP, David 
Mackintosh - of the physical 
progress of the construction 
works at Sixfields. 

Following the report’s findings, 
the counciFs leader Cllr Jonathan 
Nunn issued an apology, adding: 
“The counciFs management of 
this project fell seriously short of 
the standards people have a right 
to expect from their council, and 
that is wholly unacceptable.” 

A police investigation into 
‘alleged financial irregularities’ 
in relation to the loan is ongoing, 
and the loan money is still yet to 
be fully located.

A community voice has been 
silenced today as the 
Northants Herald & Post is 
closed. 

The end of 41 years of 
producing a paper for 
Northamptonshire has 
arrived. 

Too many local papers are 
closing and a lack of choice 
and variety of news is 
happening, but it is not good 
for anyone. 

We live in a capitalist 
society where choice is good 
and the more the merrier, to 
have one voice silence is not 
good. 

I have represented the 
Northants Herald & Post for a 
large part of my journalistic 
career. 

I could have moved on, I 
could have gone to pastures 
new, but I knew deep down 
the grass was never going to 
be as green elsewhere. 

I live in Northamptonshire 
so why should I not write for a 
county newspaper. 

The fact I do it, or should I 
now say did it, gave me 
immense pride. 

I represented the county 
when I went places and the 
paper. In personal terms, 
being a reporter is all I have 
done. 

It has been my career, my 
profession and therefore my 
job. 

If I wasn’t any good at it I 
would not still be doing it.

and I know some of you have 
enjoyed them, which for me 
has been a bonus. 

And now the paper chase 
has finished. 

The last paper has gone to 
press and it is over. 

I am glad I got the chance to 
be part of it all, got the 
opportunity to have my 
words read by you and I hope 
I get the chance again.

I’ll 
forever remember, and be 
touched, by the heartbreak¬ 
ing story of India Chipchase.

And lastly, I will forever 
admire and have tremendous 
respect for the staff and fans 
of Northampton Town - a 
football club which was just 
days away from collapse, only 
to rise from the ashes and be 
crowned champions of 
League Two. What a football¬ 
ing story this was. Leicester 
who? 

Hopefully it is not long now 
until we find out what truly 
happened to that £10.25 
million loan, which led the 
club to its nightmare situa¬ 
tion, and that the culprits are 
served the punishment they 
deserve. Although I’m disap¬ 
pointed we won’t be able to 
cover it, I’ll certainly be keep¬ 
ing a close eye on the out¬ 
come. 

So, whether they are happy 
or sad memories, this leaves 
me to safely say that whenev¬ 
er I look back on my special 
time at the H&P, I’ll always be 
reminded what an amazing 
county this is, full of truly 
incredible people. 

It is because of you that I’m 
smiling, and that the late 
nights, long weekends and 
headaches have all been 
worthwhile. So as I finally get 
off this rollercoaster ride, 
have a quick stretch and bid 
you a fond farewell, I’ll 
whisper gently: can I have 
another go, please?!

Dan checks his facebook. His friends, and the arti¬ 
cles recommended specifically for him, are all say¬ 
ing the same thing. They must be right. He can trust 
them. 

He votes for Donald Trump. 

A week later, in Northampton, Steve reads a 
newspaper, shaking his head. The President- 
Elect has been announced. Stupid 
Americans, he thinks. What were they 
thinking? 

Then he turns the page. He reads 
about the third runway at Heathrow, 
but remains oblivious to the terror¬ 
ist killing of twenty civilians in 
Bangladesh, as the newspaper’s 
editors didn’t see fit to include this 
story. Too far away. 

He reads about an accident abroad, 
the article keen to stress that British 
people died in it, as if that’s why he should 
care. As if, if it were only foreigners, what would 
be the story? 

He sees photographs that, while they capture part 
of a heartbreaking or significant event, inevitably 
leave other parts out. 

And he reads about money - money in politics, in 
fashion, in sport, in pretty much everything except 
the weather. As if that were the only meaningful 
lens through which to see the world, and that 
wasn’t even up for debate. 

Steve closes the paper and gets on with his day, 
confident he’s seeing the world as it really is. 


Journalism is always subjective. By choosing to 
tell certain stories, they’ve chosen not to tell others. 
By choosing one moment, one angle for a photo¬ 
graph, every other moment and angle is left out. 
Bias is unavoidable, but it’s important to be aware it 
exists. 


Today, though, there are further complications... 

In America, the John Oliver show reports that - 
over two weeks in the run-up to the presidential 
election - 38% of news on some Republican-leaning 
facebook pages was partly or completely false, as 
was 19% on some Democrat-leaning pages. The 
internet means these falsehoods can spread faster 
than ever. 

Most newspapers are avowedly right-wing 
or left-wing. They are not committed to 
the truth, but to their own worldview. 
And they are written by journalists 
who may let a momentary mood 
colour their argument; may, being 
overworked, not fact-check their 
I piece thoroughly; and will, as 
| humans, each have their own 
agenda, perhaps reporting furious- 
i the road-tax hike that will 
them, while omitting the lack 
of teachers at underprivileged schools, 
because, hey, their kids don’t go there. 

Even worse, big businesses also have a 
vested interest in journalism. To maintain their prof¬ 
its for as long as possible, oil companies deliberate¬ 
ly try to slow the growing acceptance of climate 
change. They have the media promote both sides of 
the debate equally, while failing to mention that only 
a vanishing minority of scientists are deniers. 


So in a world saturated with mis- and disinforma¬ 
tion, where information is more important than ever, 
what can you trust? 

My advice: stick to the facts. People tend to regur¬ 
gitate opinion pieces they’ve read. Facts encourage 
you to think for yourself, partly because, being brief¬ 
er, they give you more time to do so. This might 
stop a lot of nonsense from going viral. 

And if you find good investigative journalism, for 
goodness’ sake, support it. 

It’s more vital than ever.

GREY MATTER: The demolition of the bus station left an opportunity

The devil is in the detail, is an 
architectural cliche, but one 
that carries an awful lot of 
truth along with it. 

In recent years, 
Northampton has found itself 
adorned with large expanses 
of crushed hardcore, home 
only to the ghosts of build¬ 
ings past. 

Setting aside the rights and 
wrongs of the various demoli¬ 
tions, our town has an oppor¬ 
tunity to shape its architec¬ 
tural landscape to an extent 
not seen since the days of the 
New Town Act, and the ener¬ 
gy that was so attractive to 
the aliens of Linda lardim’s 
spectacular song. 

It might be cynical to think 
that we’ll squander this 
chance to make a positive 
change to the built environ¬ 
ment, but on recent evidence, 
it is the most likely outcome. 

That’s not to say the town is 
devoid of good quality design. 
The railway shed conversion 
that will become the Student’s 
Union at the new University 
campus is one highlight. 

It is, of course, a subjective 
matter, one person’s 
Greyfriars Bus Station is 
another person’s Guildhall. 
Whatever your opinion on 
modern design, there is a 
larger problem afoot; the 
small details are being forgot¬ 
ten or ignored. 

Take the recently construct¬ 
ed supermarket on the 
Towcester Road. Such a devel¬ 
opment will never win any 
awards for architecture, but 
would it have been too much 


to expect the most visible ele¬ 
vation to be a little more 
interesting than an expanse 
of cladding, with a few adver¬ 
tising hoardings? On such a 
prominent site, shouldn’t 
more consideration have 
been given to such an obvious 
aspect of the design? 

Or take a recently con¬ 
structed Nursing Home in 
town. At some point, the dec¬ 
orative window lintels includ¬ 
ed within the planning appli¬ 
cation, were value-engi¬ 
neered away. It made the dif¬ 
ference between an attrac¬ 
tive, if innocuous building, 
and an uninspiring expanse 
of brick, with awkward look¬ 
ing windows. And then there 
is the new train station, a vast 
improvement on its predeces¬ 
sor, yet with its wheelchair- 
unfriendly main entrance, it 
comes with a major flaw that 
could have been easily avoid¬ 
ed. 

You might wonder why 


these little things matter, but 
it all has a cumulative effect 
on how we experience our 
town. You probably wouldn’t 
notice them unless you were 
looking out for them, but sub¬ 
consciously, you would and 
you do. The built environ¬ 
ment has a huge impact on 
how we live our lives and our 
enjoyment of them. We can 
and should do better. We 
need to participate with the 
planning process as a com¬ 
munity, and not just when 
opposing various develop¬ 
ments in our backyard. 

Northampton contains 
some fantastic architecture. 
Take a walk through the cen¬ 
tre of town and look above the 
shop-fronts, and you can see 
it for yourself. We have a 
chance to improve this town, 
but not if we continue to 
ignore the little details. 
Whilst they are forgotten, the 
larger details will always be 
unrealised potential.

Finding the words to

Dyslexia is a fiendish word, 
designed to be un-spelllable 
by dyslexics. 

That includes yours truly. 
They finally figured out this 
writer’s brain functioned 
dyslexic-wise in the last 
week spent at school, way 
back in the 80s. 

Yet, these days, that brain 
spends quite a lot of its time 
focused on a keyboard, writ¬ 
ing novels and turning out 
other word based stuff. In 
the past this mildly mal¬ 
functioning grey-matter 
even gained a degree in 
English and taught it, and 
creative writing too. 

All writers start off as, and 
continue as, readers. No 
writing is created in isola¬ 
tion. However the child 
Alistair did not become a flu¬ 
ent reader until he was 
around 10, having been 
helped along that road a bit 
by the Northants Post start¬ 
ing to print Maxwell the 
Magic Cat - around when he 
was about 9 years old. 

As for writing, even now it 
is quite likely your corre¬ 
spondent’s name will by 
typed out as Alitsiar, and his 
“sheep killing eyes” will fail 
to notice this, at least for a 
good while. 


Never-the-less this late 
on-set of full literacy was a 
relatively lucky hand to be 
dealt, because according to 
statistics presented by the 
National Literacy Trust 
around 5 per cent, or 1.7 mil¬ 
lion adults in England, have 
literacy levels below those 
expected of an 11-year-old. 

That is also the average 
reading age in the B-cat local 
where I have been working 
closely with the prison 
library for the last 4 years. 

This faintly faulty noggin 
has also been employed as a 
writer-in-residence in over 
35 other English prisons (in 
nearly every kind and cate¬ 
gory of jail, including the 
military prison) over the last 
15 years, often engaged in 


projects related to reading or 
writing. 

Though dyslexia is just one 
of many reasons why some¬ 
one might fail to learn to 
read proficiently - there have 
been many other types of 
difficulty that have jumped 
out and become clear in 
these various nicks. 

If you fail to learn to 
read well, and do not 
ave good general 
comprehension, 
hen in this culture 
our options for life 
"ave been limited in a 
Trofound way. 

And probably your confi¬ 
dence stunted too. School 
damaged, you may have 
come to hate the idea of 
learning. Poverty is not lim¬ 
ited to lack of cash. It is lack 
of access to positive support 
networks, and the curtailing 
of ideas. The vast majority of 
prisoners I have met in local 
B-cat prisons have not been 
middle class. 

One of the things that 
helped get this brain in gear, 
and into reading fluently on 
its own, was the enjoyment 
of comic strips. Maxwell the 
Magic Cat in the old Post 
was, and remains, a favour¬ 
ite. Unaware then that it had 
been created by a local meg- 
alomaniacal mandrill

impersonator, that was hid¬ 
ing behind the name of one 
of history’s most infamous 
child killers. 

Looking forward to the 
paper coming through the 
letter box was a highlight. A 
reason to scan through the 
newsprint, comics can help 
lead a keen mind out into 
the world of ideas. Comics 
can fire imaginations and 


help inspire the love of 
words. And they can be a 
serious laugh too, weaving a 
powerful magic that can 
lead people forward. We see 
this happening in the prison 
library. It will be good to see 
Maxwell again, posted once 
more through unsuspecting 
letterboxes, to inspire new 
eyes to dunk themselves 
deep into the meme pool.

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Postcards from the past 
can still inspire us today

Author, creative writing tutor, blogger and 
Arts Lab member Morgen Bailey has shared 
with us her extensive collection of old 
Northampton postcards. 

Her aunt and uncle have published several 
books about their hometown, Tring in 
Hertfordshire, and have been visiting post¬ 
card fairs for three decades. Joining them a 
few years ago inspired Morgen to start her 
own collection of Northampton and she 
now has nearly three hundred cards. 

“Some collectors prefer them ‘mint’ 
where there is no writing or stamp on the 
back,” Morgen tells us, “but I prefer the 
used ones as you get a glimpse of life up to 
a hundred years ago. 

Some were even sent in the morning and 
received in the afternoon, ahead of the 
sender’s arrival, and some inspire my own 
writing.” 

Having been a secretary since school, it is 
no surprise that the cards are filed alpha¬ 
betically, starting with Abington Park, 


Abington Street, going through Castle 
Station, village areas including Dallington 
and Duston, vising the Grammar school and 
Northampton School for Girls, stopping for 
a little longer along Gold Street, through the 
Market Square, then Kettering Road via 
Northampton General Hospital, a quick dip 
in the ‘New Baths’, across the Racecourse 
(when it was a racecourse) and down into 
St. James before heading over to Weston 
Favell and a leisurely conclusion at the local 
churches. 

While Morgen has snapped up some of 
the cards for less than a pound, others are 
investments at a cost in excess of £30 
where trams, policemen and other items of 
interest make the cards more desirable to 
collectors. 

Times may have changed where children 
are no longer able to stand on the 
Harborough Road in Kingsthorpe while their 
photographs are taken in their Sunday best, 
but we have these poignant and pictur¬ 
esque reminders of the rich history nestled 
within our town.

In his Autumn Statement, the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Philip Hammond coined the 
cute acronym IAM for those “lust 
About Managing”. 

If this feels like you, you’re not 
alone. There are almost six mil¬ 
lion working households who 
could be described as “just man¬ 
aging” according to the 
Resolution Foundation (www. 
resolutionfoundation.org), with a 
net income of between £12,000 
and £34,000. These families tend 
to have one adult working full¬ 
time, claim some working tax 
credits, and after their bills are 
paid they don’t have much left 
over. 

Whilst this term might seem a 
basic rebranding of Squeezed 
Middles (those who found them¬ 
selves struggling after the finan¬ 
cial crisis of 2008), post-Brexit 
Britain is feeling a little more 
lAMmy than it was Squeezy. With 
pay growth projected to slow in 
light of the referendum result, the 
National Living Wage is no longer 
on track to reach £9 an hour in 
2020 as had been anticipated in 
the 2016 Budget, but until we 
know what’s going to happen, 
forecasts remain unreliable. 
Which means for many of us, 
crossing our fingers that things 
will pick up in 2017 and allow us 
to pay for a bit of Christmas 
indulgence is taking a real gam¬ 
ble. 

Chances are you are already 
feeling the pressure of Christmas. 
From managing the expectations 
of friends and family, to resisting 
the calls to splurge from showy 
TV ad campaigns, as well as all 
those little hints from the bank 
that you could just extend that 
loan, or try a new credit card, 
even the steeliest resolve can be 
tested. What’s just a little more 
debt, if it means seeing joy on 
your family’s faces on Christmas 
morning? 

Advertisers know all the tricks, 
too. Tesco’s campaign producers 
BBH are running an ad series 
depicting what ordinary families 
go through in the run-up to 
Christmas, described by group 
brand director Michelle McEttrick 
in an interview with Campaign as 
an antidote to the emotional 
“wind tunnel” of heart-string 
tugging ads like fohn Lewis’s. We 
have already seen the campaign 
stars buying mince pies in 
November, helping to normalise 
the extension of seasonal over- 
indulgence. 

Many of my fellow frugalistas, 
despite being tighter than my 
new jeggings, absolutely live for 
Christmas. They spend all year 
crafting handmade gifts, stock¬ 
piling bargain presents, upcy- 
cling their old cards into gift tags, 
and wouldn’t dare to skip Stir-up 
Sunday. I dream of joining their 
ranks of smugness and going into 
Advent with everything prepped. 


Alas, this year, I have almost 
nothing organised. Hence, I am 
relying on my arsenal of emo¬ 
tional resilience and creative 
prowess to counter the effects of 
commercial ads, peer pressure 
and, quite frankly, my own greed. 
And so, in order to remind myself 
in a way that hopefully other peo¬ 
ple might find useful too, here is 
my guide ro a fAM-filled 
Christmas. 

The faceless global corporation 
is not your friend! If you walk into 
the shops without a clear idea of 
what you want you are more 
prone to all the tricks they have to 
part you from your money. Take a 
list, know your budget, and stick 
to it. 

Comedian Dave Gorman once 
explained the difference between 
a ‘present’ and a ‘gift’. A present is 
something you buy for someone 
that they might actually want. 
Gifts are things you buy for peo¬ 
ple when you feel obliged to spend 
a certain amount, have run out of 
imagination/patience, or don’t 
really know the person you are 
buying for. If you are contemplat¬ 
ing buying a gift for someone just 
so you can say you made the 
effort, should that person really 
be on your list? 

So you can’t afford a big present 
for your friend, but you’re afraid 
of looking mean? Hampers are a 
great solution. Find baskets in 
charity shops, or cover a fruit box 
from the supermarket in festive 
paper. Then fill with treats! 
Individually the gifts might not 
look much but in a hamper you 
can make them look the bee’s 
knees! Themed hampers could be 
A Pampering Night In with choc¬ 
olate and beauty products, Retro 
Sweeties, with all their favourites, 
or Golf Lover, with tees, club cov¬ 
ers, socks etc. Tailor it to the indi- 
vidual.If your friends are all giv¬ 
ing gifts, be honest and either say 
you can’t do it this year, or give 
them a heads up on the sort of 
budget you can manage. If they 
get sniffy, sorry, but they’re not 


real friends. Good buddies might 
join in with something like a 
Charity Shop Challenge, to see 
how far you can stretch your gift 
budget (and do some good!), or do 
a ‘voucher’ swap for things like 
babysitting services, or invita¬ 
tions to a store cupboard supper. 

On Christmas morning, your 
partner excitedly opens a tiny 
ring-box-sized package to find... 
an IOU? Seriously, if you do want 
to buy anything expensive the 
best thing you can do is wait, no 
matter what you can comfortably 
afford. We might have Black 
Fridays now (thanks, USA! Not!) 
but the best time to buy is still 
lanuary, you know, when the 
Sales are on. 

Whether it’s gifts from the Frost 
Fayre or sprouts for Christmas 
dinner, may I recommend 
Northampton Market to you? 
Their overheads are lower than 
the shops’, and so you can get 
some real bargains. I like visiting 
the fruit and veg stalls later in the 
day and just seeing what they 
have going cheap. 

Be brave, and try making your 
own Christmas cake/mince pies/ 
gingerbread. Homemade is 
cheaper, and won’t contain hor¬ 
rid preservatives or palm oil 
(unless you put some in). Nothing 
beats freshly homemade bakes. 

Last year’s Christmas pudding 
that you never got round to eating 
will be fine! Those things could 
outlast a nuclear winter. 

Finally, if the crowds are hectic, 
don’t retreat online (I believe in 
supporting our local independent 
shops), and don’t go to one of 
those equally hectic American 
coffee chains for a sit down. Pop 
into the library instead. Books, 
comfy chairs... and the coffee is 
much cheaper. Lovely!

Home Improvements 
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The story I hoped I’d never have to write 


Tony Boullemier, founding editor of 
the Northants Post and its managing 
director for 13 years, reflects on the 
closure of his old title 



In my 50 years in journalism, this is 
a story I hoped I’d never have to 
write. 

An obituary for my old newspaper 
which dies today. 

I am profoundly sorry for the staff 
who have lost their jobs. For the 
readers who won’t get a free paper 
any more. And for advertisers who 
now face a newspaper monopoly. 

The Herald & Post started life as 
the Northants Post 41 years ago in 
1975.1 was its launch editor and 
there were four other shareholders - 
my wife Marie, Richard Meredith, 
Ben Clingain and Mike Page. 

We staked our houses into getting 
it off the ground and nearly went 
under within six months. 

But we survived. Mike left, 

Richard Pinkham became a share¬ 
holder, Richard Meredith left and 
Dennis Carpenter and Richard 
Pointer became associate directors 
and played important roles. 

We kept on expanding until we 
were distributing nearly 400,000 
papers a week in four counties, with 
a full-time staff of 230. 

Then, in 1988 an international 
publishing giant made us an offer 
we couldn’t refuse. By then the 


owners were Marie, Ben, Richard 
Pinkham and myself and we decid¬ 
ed to sell out. 

We wanted to stay on and run it, 
taking advantage of the buyers’ 
immense backing. But things quick¬ 
ly started to go wrong. Decisions 
were taken in New York and passed 
on. 

They told us to stop publishing the 
Northampton paper twice a week, a 
great idea which had given us two 
weekly bites at the cherry and made 
money. 

They ditched our brand awareness 
by renaming us Herald & Post along 
with a whole bunch of their own 
weeklies from Cardiff to Aberdeen. 
The concept was a H&P in every 
town, looking just the same. Like 
McDonald’s. But papers aren’t like 
burgers and in due course the whole 
project flopped. 

We didn’t like these and other 
changes and one by one, we left. 

I returned to Fleet Street and later 
went on to write books and Marie 
took over running Derngate Gym 
and transferred her Pandora’s Box 
column to the Chronicle & Echo, 
which still carries it today. 

From then on, change at the Post 


was relentless. But the papers clear¬ 
ly weren’t making as much money 
as the new owners hoped so in the 
90s they sold it on to another large 
publisher. Ownership went on to 
change another five times. 
Distribution was cut again and 
again. 

They closed all our ten branch 
offices from Banbury to Corby, from 
Leicester to Towcester. Then they 


closed the Northampton head 
office. 

Our satellite towns had long since 
been abandoned, leaving papers in 
only Northampton and 
Wellingborough. 

Some people still like the ‘feel’ of 
reading a printed paper. 

Printed book sales have gone up 
these last two years while Kindle 
book sales have levelled off so is it 


possible the same thing could 
happen with newspapers? 

I’m also sad that there’s one less 
avenue for Northamptonians to 
hold their masters to account. 

Fewer reporters in town mean less 
scrutiny of stupidity, negligence 
and inefficiency. 

And there’s been plenty of that in 
Northampton in the last couple of 
years, eg the Cobblers loan. 

With no opposition left, the 
Chronicle & Echo may be tempted 
to relax. But it must not. 

Northampton is getting bigger and 
so are its problems and we need to 
know what they are. 

A lot has gone wrong since we 
arrived in 1975. 

The Eastern District, originally so 
well-planned, has in many parts 
deteriorated; the town centre has 
lost many quality shops and the 
council crazily declined to accept 
Ikea; Milton Keynes, Leicester, 
Harborough and potentially 
Rushden Lakes are the places you 
go for Christmas shopping; County 
Hall has moved back and forth at 
ruinous expense. 

Too many estates are being built 
before improvements to the road 
network; the demolished bus 
station and criticism of its inade¬ 
quate replacement is a long-run¬ 
ning farce; our esteemed leaders, 
whether they be in the police, 
Parliament or the council seem 
mired in controversy. 

Let’s hope our bright new univer¬ 
sity campus will turn out some 
brainy graduates to replace them 
and put all of this right. 

It’s just a shame the Post won’t be 
around to report it. 


The hope that lives 

Politics student and former 
Northampton School for Boys pupil 
Jed Scoles visited Palestine with the 
Fabian Society. This is what he saw... 



amidst oppression 


Following a trip to Israel last year at 
the invitation of the Israeli embassy, 
the youth wing of The Fabian 
Society decided in the summer to 
embark on a trip to Palestine to 
assess and write about the current 
political, and diplomatic situation 
in The West Bank -1 was lucky 
enough to be invited on this trip 
which took place in November. 

The reality of one of the longest 
conflicts of the modern world was 
apparent the moment I entered the 
Middle East. Numerous security 
checks and extensive questioning 
just to obtain a visa at the Israeli 
border was just a taste of what was 
to come. On our first day we took a 
tour of the city of Jerusalem with 
Non-Government organisation the 
Israeli Committee against house 
demolitions which detailed the 
daily destruction of Palestinian 
homes at the hand of the Israeli 
government. 

We also visited in the same day 
the Israeli Knesset (Parliament) and 
spoke to MK Tamar Zandberg from 
the Israeli Meretz party about the 
state of affairs with Israeli/ 
Palestinian politics - She was often 
frank and open about how the 
Palestinian people are effectively 
living under a system of apartheid 
as well as the state apathy towards 
the conflict from Israeli politicians. 

Tuesday was to be our only day in 
Israel, the rest of the trip we would 
spend our time in the West Bank. 

We stayed in the city of Ramallah 
which was the home of the 
Palestinian Authority. The capital of 
Palestine, Jerusalem, was annexed 
by Israel in 1967. Ramallah is a 
thriving, bustling city which 


receives a huge amount of foreign 
aid from the European Union, The 
USA and The Arab League. We were 
often hosted by Fatah the dominant 
political party in the West Bank 
meeting officials and youth mem¬ 
bers of the party. 

The predominant feeling we got 
when meeting and speaking to any 
of the Palestinian people was of 
hope, despite the oppression they 
were facing, of a two state solution 
in which the Palestinian and Israeli 
people can peacefully coexist side 
by side. The most striking meeting 
of the week for me was when we 
travelled to the village of Nabih 
Saleh to meet “Palestine’s Youngest 
Journalist” 11-year-old Janna Ayyad 
who boasts over 225,000 followers 
on her Facebook page which docu¬ 
ments the weekly protests and sub¬ 
sequent tear gassing and crackdown 
from the Israeli Defence Force. 

For someone of such a young age 
exposed to the horror of conflict 
and oppression she spoke not only 
eloquently but with humility and 
grace - preaching not hate and 
violence but love and kinship for 
the Israeli state which restricts her 
village’s water supply to only seven 
hours a week. I came away from the 
trip with mixed emotions, not only 
did I feel anger and disgust at the 
way an entire nation of people were 
treated but I also felt hope and 
determination for a peaceful resolu¬ 
tion for the conflict and that one 
day the nation of Palestine can 
fulfil its dream of statehood.

Phone use in cars on the rise

WE’VE all seen the idiots clutching 
mobiles to their ears while driving 
and the problem is getting 
worse according to the latest 
safety survey by the Institute of 
Advanced Motorists. 

It says that more than 86 per cent 
of UK motorists think distraction 
caused by mobile phones has 
increased in the past three years 
and believe the dangers of mobile 
phones and technology are bigger 
threats than any other factor on 
the roads. 

The results of the survey, which 
asked about the potential 


problems faced by motorists now 
compared to three years ago 
identified worsening congestion 
as the second biggest problem 
according to 81 per cent 2,000 
drivers questioned in the 1AM 
RoadSmart report. 

Also revealed was the fact that 
nearly three quarters believed 
aggressive driving had worsened 
over the same period and more 
than 60 per cent reporting the 
same for drug-driving. 

1AM RoadSmart’s Safety Culture 
Survey was produced for the 
first time last year. It looks at UK 


motorists’ safety attitudes and 
behaviour and has just been 
updated for 2016. 

Some 94 per cent of those 
questioned saw drivers checking 
or updating social media as a 
threat to their personal safety, 
while 93 per cent said that was the 
case for drivers text messaging 
or e-mailing, and for 91 per cent it 
was the case for drivers talking on 
mobile phones. This was higher 
than the perceived threat from 
drink and drug driving. 

Not surprisingly, those surveyed 
thought the problems were 


caused by others, and not them 
with 91 per cent saying they had 
never used the internet whilst 
driving in the past 30 days, 88 per 
cent had not sent a text or email 
whilst driving, 82 per cent had 
not read a text message or email 
whilst driving and 79 per cent had 
not talked on a mobile phone. 
There was also huge approval 
for stricter measures to prevent 
and reduce drivers using mobile 
technology in cars. 

Sarah Sillars, 1AM RoadSmart 
chief executive officer, said: “The 
worries and concerns of Britain’s 
32 million drivers should be 
listened to. Whilst we can all take 
more responsibility for our actions 
it is clear that distraction and 
congestion are the two biggest 
bug bears for drivers today. 

“New road building and smart 
motorways will help with 
congestion but our survey has 
shown that UK motorists have 
real concerns about the way 
mobile phone technology could 
be a threat to their safety. More 
than 90 per cent say checking 
social media, texting and talking 
on mobile phones whilst driving 
scares them - these are figures 
that cannot be ignored.”

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Citroen C4 Cactus 
Flair PureTech 110

PEARL white chocolate may sound as much like 
a new line of ice cream by Ben & Jerry’s as the 
colour of a car from Citroen. 

Appetising too - just picture yourself plunging 
a spoon into those swirls of gooey brown liquid 
spiralling their way to the top of the tub. 

In the case of the C4 Cactus, minus the prickles, 
the same colour scheme is a bit more about the 
packaging than the contents. 

In fact it’s just about the only thing I don’t really 
like about the Cactus and to be fair, criticism only 
applies to the cabin. 

The car’s exterior - pearl white with a chocolate 
Airbump - looks on the attractive side of okay, 
while the interior appears more like a throwback to 
an Eastern bloc model from the 1970s. 

If you’re curious about the Airbump, well it’s an 
oblong strip across the sides of the car and the 
bumpers, basically to protect the Cactus from 
knocks and scrapes. 

It’s made from a thermoplastic polyurethane skin 
called TPU containing air bubbles to absorb any 
impacts and is available in colours like black, grey, 
Dune and chocolate, which can be matched with 
the Citroen’s 10 body colours. 

Whether it makes the C4 more attractive is down 
to personal taste, but it’s certainly different and 
one of several features that make the Cactus such 
a stand-out version of the compact hatchback. 
Though sharing the same wheelbase as the 
standard C4, the Cactus is actually 200kg lighter 
and is a product of the French brand’s New World 
New Ideas philosophy. 

The upshot is more space for the driver and 
passengers, in a relaxing, clutter-free cabin with a 
low dashboard and digital screen. 

There’s also ‘Airbag In Roof’ technology whereby 
the passenger airbag is transferred to the roof and 
deployed over the windscreen. 


As for comfort, the wide front seats are designed 
in the style of a sofa while rear legroom is similar to 
that of the C4. 

Other touches include luggage style door handles 
with leather straps, a storage compartment on 
top of the dashboard and an optional (£425) large 
panoramic sunroof. 

And driving aids include useful stuff like Smart 
Wash - washer nozzles are built into the tips of the 
wipers and release just a small amount of fluid - 
Park Assist, a reversing camera, Hill Start Assist 
and cornering lights. 

Power comes via PureTech petrol and BlueHDi 
diesel engines with Stop & Start, the tested 1.2-litre 
petrol version offering a fair blend of performance 
and economy. 

The Cactus isn’t the most exhilarating car to drive, 
but a pleasant one nonetheless - with positive 
feedback from the steering, fair ride quality given its 
light weight and satisfactory cornering. 

Its C02 emissions are low at 107g/km and in real- 
world conditions you should be able to eke an 
average 53 miles per gallon - not too far short of the 
official 60.1 - out of the car in everyday driving. 
What’s certain is that the Cactus is a car in a niche 
of its own, a real eye-catcher that stands out from 
the crowd.

THE all-new Peugeot 3008 SUV will cost from £21,795 
when it goes on sale next month ahead of deliveries in 
the New Year. 

First models will be in showrooms from January 28 and 
the 17 model line up will top out from £32,995 for high 
specification GT versions. 

The UK range starts with a “level 2” specification 
vehicle so that every model will feature the latest 
Peugeot i-Cockpit which includes a digital instrument 
panel, a compact steering whee and an eight-inch 
touch-screen. 

Compared to the outgoing model the newcomer offers 
more equipment at entry level and is also significantly 
larger. 

The range starts with the Active specification model 
that includes automatic emergency braking systems, 
adaptive driver and front passenger airbags, driver 
and front passenger side, front and rear curtain 
airbags, dynamic stability control and electronic anti¬ 
skid system, driver attention alert system, Isofix child 
seat fittings in the front passenger and outer rear seats, 
programmable cruise control and speed limiter. 

As a consequence the new 3008 has a 5-star EuroNCAP 
safety awardd and insurance ratings from 11E. 



There is a choice of four trim levels - Active, Allure, GT 
Line and the top-of-the-range GT - and a variety of petrol 
and diesel engines with C02 emissions from 103g/km. 
Petrol engine outputs are 130bhp and 165bhp with 
C02 emissions of 117 to 129g/km, with the 1.2-litre 
PureTech three-cylinder turbo engine and the 1.6 THP. 
The PureTech 130 is available in six-speed manual 
or EAT6 automatic transmission while the 165bhp is 
mated to the six-speed EAT6 automatic and available 
only in GT Line trim priced from £27,895. 

Four diesel engines with Peugeot’s BlueHDi technology 
will be offered with emissions between 103 and 124g/km 
and power outputs of 100,120,150 and 180bhp. Diesel 
prices start from £22,845 and top out with the 180bhp 
version in the GT. 


RENAULT TWING0 GT READY TO ROLL BY: STEWART SMITH 



RENAULT has announced pricing and UK specification for 
the new Twingo GT, the sporty version of the little French 
motor that was unveiled at this year’s Goodwood Festival of 
Speed. 

At the same time a revised version of the Dynamique S model 
also goes on sale from the start of December. 

Developed by Renault Sport, the GT, which costs £13,755, 
comes with a rear-engine layout which maximises interior 
space and aids manouvering as the turning arc of the front 
wheels is not restricted by the engine. 

Under the bonnet of the GT is an 898cc Renault TCe engine - 
the most powerful in the Twingo range - and Renault Sport’s 
engine designers tuned it to produce llObhp and 170Nm of 


torque with a modified turbocharger, uprated fuel pump, 
revised engine mapping and a specially-designed, freer- 
flowing twin silencer exhaust which have contributed to 
the significant increase in power and torque. 

As far as performance goes, the GT can hit cover 0-62mph 
in just 9.6 seconds and pick-up is amongst the best in class 
with 50-75mph taking less than nine seconds. 

Renault Sport has also tuned the Twingo GT’s chassis with 
stiffer shock absorbers, a larger diameter anti-roll bar and 
a ride height that is 20mm lower than the normal Twingo. 
Introduced alongside the GT is the new Twingo Dynamique 
S which replaces the previous version and has exterior and 
interior improvements. It is priced from £12,205. 

As with the GT, the Dynamique S is available with new 
Renault i.d blaze orange metallic paint as well as a lunar 
grey, diamond black or crystal white body finish. A Sport 
decal and 16-inch Sport diamond-cut alloys complete the 
exterior. 

Inside, the Dynamique S has features including aluminium 
pedals, sport part-leather upholstery, grey interior 
touch pack, sport gear lever knob and orange interior 
personalisation. 

Dynamique S customers can also specify the GT’s body 
kit, extra tinted rear windows, automatic lights and 
front wipers, fog lights with cornering function and rear 
parking sensors amongst the available options. §

AN extra personal touch is about to be 
delivered by McLaren which is adding 
customised editions to its 570S range. 

Five design editions of the model have been 
drawn up by the British supercar brand’s 
style team to embellish the £143,000 two 
seat coupe. 

Each edition finish comprises the McLaren 
designers’ choice on exterior paint, wheel 
style and finish, exhaust style, and calliper 
colour - along with what the designers have 
decided is the company’s existing interior 
package that most complements the exterior. 
The design treatment, which adds £8,500 to 
the price, is an extension of the By McLaren 
personalisation theme already available on 
its models. 

Design Edition 1, for example, combines a 
Vermillion Red body with five-spoke wheels 
and diamond-cut finish, Stealth exhaust and 
red brake callipers while the interior features 
a By McLaren package of Carbon Black 
Alcantara and Apex Red Nappa leather 
seats, Jet Black Nappa leather upper facia, 
Apex Red Nappa leather lower facia, Slate 
Grey contrasting stitching, a dual colour co¬ 
ordinated steering wheel and a McLaren 
branded leather sill finisher.

LATEST LOTUS ONLY FOR THE BRAVE

IF you’ve got the urge for a true supercar but can’t 
run to the six figure asking price, Lotus has the 
answer - for less than half the price of some rivals. 
With enough grunt to more than match some of the 
most exotic Italian and German flying-machines 
the new Lotus Exige Sport 380 is ferociously fast 
and costs a “mere” £67,900. 

Taking the fight straight to £100,000-plus 
supercars, this new, top-of-the-range model 
carries over the lessons learnt in the development 
of last year’s Exige Sport 350, but with significant 
revisions lowering weight, boosting power and 
enhancing aerodynamics. 

According to Lotus, this Exige is “definitely not for 
the timid” and “offers a pure, undiluted drive”. 

The Sport 380 is blisteringly fast off the line, 
dispatching the 0-60mph sprint in a mere 3.5 
seconds before reaching a top speed of 178 mph. 
This stunning performance comes courtesy of an 
uprated 3.5-litre, supercharged V6 engine which 


generates 375 hp at 6,700 rpm and 410 Nm 
(302 lb ft) of torque at 5,000 rpm. 

And with a dry weight of just 1,066 kg it boasts a 
potent power-to-weight ratio of 352 hp per tonne. 
Much of the weight saving has been achieved 
by extensive use of carbon fibre parts including 
the front splitter, revised front access panel, new 
rear wing and rear diffuser surround. In total 
Lotus engineers have shaved around 30kg off the 
weight of the Exige 350. 

A revised and sophisticated six-speed manual 
gearbox is fitted as standard with an optional six- 
speed automatic gearbox with sequential paddle 
shift becoming available from Spring next year. 
The Sport 380 is available as a roadster as 
standard and as a coupe as an option. Various 
personalisation options, including a Track Pack, 
are available. 

According to Jean-Marc Gales, CEO of Group Lotus: 
“The Exige Sport 380 is so good, that it is no longer 
the best in class, it’s now in a class of its own.”

On a scorching hot day at Trent Bridge, 
records fell left, right and centre - with sixes 
being smashed to other parts in between - as 
Northants threatened to chase down Notts’ 
mammoth 445-8. 

Never before had there been a higher-scor¬ 
ing one-day game in this country, with this 
epic starting with an opening partnership of

That the Steelbacks got so close was down 
to Rory Kleinveldt (bottom, left) blasting 128 
off just 63 balls, while batting with a runner 
due to a side strain, but they eventually fell 20 
runs short. 

4 Plymouth Argyle v Northampton Town - 
12 January 2016 

Travelling down to Plymouth for a midweek 
game on a freezing Tuesday night in January 
- there were a few questioning my sanity for 
undertaking this. 

The return journey made me wonder if it 
was such a good idea as well, as I eventually 
got home at 3:45am, with the subsequent 
lack of sleep making me appear the following 
day to have been out on the lash. 

But the match made it worthwhile because 
it marked a big moment in the Cobblers sea¬ 
son, as they defeated Plymouth 2-1 on their 
own patch to close the gap on the then- 
league leaders before they eventually over¬ 
took and sprinted clear of them. 

3 Racing 92 v Northampton Saints - 12 
December 2015 

Unfortunately, this turned out to be my 
only trip to France covering Saints in the 
European Champions Cup, but doing this 
proved why that competition is so special to 
club rugby.

21 September 2016 

Seeing as we’re at the 
final edition, I might as 
well out myself as an 
avid United fan. I never 
thought Iain Dowie 
could make me as 
happy as when he drew * 
their number to book a 
trip to Sixfields in the 
third round of the EFL 
Cup. 

Covering a match 
involving the team I

It all meant I was barely miffed when Alex 
Revell equalised in a match the Premier 
League giants went on to win 3-1.

The best day in the job was another long

Cushty Clough plays it cool as the Trotters get the better of Town

Bolton’s Zach Clough was ‘creme de la men- 
the’ as the Trotters claimed a 1-0 win against 
Northampton Town at Sixfields on Saturday. 

Cobblers proved they weren’t dipsticks, 
however, with in an improved second half 
showing, but still came off on the losing side. 

It’s now four defeats in a row for Rob Page’s 
team, but at least they came through a sticky 
first-half period after Bolton’s Clough had 
opened the scoring on 25 minutes. 

Cobblers had started the game fairly 
brightly in front of a healthy crowd of 7,018. 
The cultured midfielder Matt Taylor kissed 
the Bolton post early on with a left-footed 
strike after good wing work from Kenji 
Gorre. 

But, little by little, an impressive Wanderers 
side began to take hold of the game, embold¬ 
ened by the elegant Clough and the rangy 


forward Sammy Ameobi, of Newcastle fame. 

With Cobblers choosing to shadow box 
rather than land blows on their opponents, 
Clough and Ameobi were able to use their 
above average close control and skip past 
their opponents. 

Getting at Northampton’s makeshift 
defence would have been key to Bolton boss 
Phil Parkinson’s tactics and indeed it was a 
simple piece of interplay which unlocked the 
Town defence. Jak McCourt was nowhere 
near alive enough to a Bolton throw in next 
to the West Stand leaving Ameobi to free 
Clough for a neat finish past Cornell. 

Post-match, Parkinson called Bolton’s 
Northampton test the toughest of the season 
but in truth the Trotters are the best team 
Town have faced so far. 

In Ameobi and Clough, the Macron 
Stadium side have two gifted players capable 
of playing Championship football. Bolton’s 
possession, at times, exhausted Cobblers like 
a technical boxer is able to outwit a heavier 
opponent through technique and movement. 

Yet even the smartest of fighters can only 


last so long against two heavyweights and 
Cobblers went hell for leather in the second 
period when Marc Richards came on to part¬ 
ner Alex Revell. 

Yet, scoring is and was a Northampton 
problem and even a late John-Joe O’Toole 
finish was chalked off for offside. That made 
it 330 minutes without scoring as the full 
time whistle blew on a chilly afternoon. 

Realistically, Page should be given the 
January transfer window and there are indi¬ 
cations he wants to spend. Yet we’ve seen 
before managers like Gary Johnson, forever 
looking for the next transfer cycle and per¬ 
haps not doing the best with the cards dealt 
that football is played in the now, not the 
next week.

In the case of Northampton 
Saints prop Paul Hill, one man’s 
punishment is another man’s 
opportunity, as he prepares to 
step in for two crucial matches 
at tighthead. 

Hill’s chance has come as a 
result of the two-match suspen¬ 
sion that was handed out to 
Kieran Brookes, Saints’ first- 
choice in the No.3 jersey for their 
Premiership matches so far this 
season. 

Brookes’ ban came as a result of 
his red card in the 22-16 defeat 
against Newcastle last Friday, 
when his charge into a ruck led to 
his arm making contact with the 
head of Falcons hooker Scott 
Lawson. 

It now means his fellow England 
international Hill is likely to start 
Northampton’s next two match¬ 
es - Saturday’s East Midlands 
derby at Leicester Tigers, fol¬ 
lowed by the Champions Cup 
clash with Leinster at Franklin’s 
Gardens. 

Hill said of his upcoming 
chance: “I’m looking forward to 
it; Welford Road away. It’s a good 
opportunity to put a message on, 
personally, that I’m pushing on 
and I’m in a position to do the 
best that I can.” 

Hill had to be introduced early 
in the second half against 
Newcastle for the first scrum fol¬ 
lowing Brookes’ dismissal and 
he explained how hard it was for 
Saints to adapt to playing a whole 
half a man light. 

“There’s a lot more pressure 
obviously because you’re a man 
down and I’m not, myself, play¬ 
ing for two men, but we’ve got to 


cover for a space that’s missing,” 
he said. “Obviously it means 
you’ve got to do more around the 
field because the team has kind 
of got to step up to the mark.” 

Should Hill start at the week¬ 
end (Gareth Denman might still 
have something to say about 
that), it wouldn’t be his first 
experience of doing so at 
Leicester, as Brookes was injured 
for that fixture last season. 

Whatever happens at Welford 
Road this time around, it will do 
well to match the drama of what 
happened in that match, as 
Freddie Burns’ penalty with the 
last kick snatched a 30-27 win for 
the Tigers. 

It was also notable for Hill hav¬ 
ing a remarkable try disallowed 
when his effort, run in from the 
halfway line, was harshly 
chalked off for a high tackle in 
the build-up. 

Hill said of that memory: “It 
was one of my better ‘tries’ - I 
can’t promise a repeat on 
Saturday but I’d certainly like to 
give it a good crack trying to 
score another one of them. Don’t 
think I’ll get another one like 
that in my career, though. 

“I made to the line, I think that 
counts but the fact that it didn’t 
count as a try was a bit of a bum¬ 
mer. That’s life, isn’t it?” 

Hill’s performance on that day 
went a long way to Eddie Jones 
calling him into the England 
squad for last season’s Six 
Nations, but the 21-year-old’s 
sole focus is on Saints picking up 
a first win at the home of their 
rivals in close to a decade. 

“It’s always a big game,” he said. 
“Every single player picks up and 
nothing has to be said in the 
meetings because everyone 
inside understands that this is 
going to be one of the biggest 
games of the year.”

Kieran Brookes’ sending-off 
incident against Newcastle also 
this week to a ban for the 
Falcons’ Calum Green, but 
Northampton Saints assistant 
Alan Dickens is annoyed the 
lock wasn’t dealt with during 
the game. 

Northampton’s punishment 
was immediate last Friday, as 
they were made to play just over 
half the match with 14 men, but 
Green was only put up in front 
of the RFU disciplinary panel 
after being cited post-match. 

At the same hearing that led to 
Brookes being handed a two- 
week ban, Green was suspended 
for one week after he pleaded 
guilty to striking the Saints 
prop with his forearm in retali¬ 
ation to his charge into 
Newcastle hooker Scott Lawson. 

Dickens said: “The result with 
Kieran was that he got a red 


card - the directives are if you 
make contact with the head you 
get a red card. 

“I’ve been involved in the 
game of rugby since the age of 
six and the greater crime has 
always been the retaliation and 
I saw at the time that Calum 
Green came in with an elbow to 
Kieran Brookes’ chin, so it’s a 
strike to the head. 

“You’ve then got to question 
the values of the game because 
it was obvious - it was there for 
us to see, but they didn’t look at 
it. When it goes to the TMO, 
somebody is sitting in a room, 
wherever it is, they’re detached 
from the emotions of the game 
and they can make a decision 
based on what’s in front of 
them. For them to miss that was 
a joke.” 

Saints battled on gamely 
despite their disadvantage 


before eventually succumbing 
to Vereniki Goneva’s late inter¬ 
cept try in the 22-16 defeat. 

“It was a pivotal moment in 
the game,” Dickens said. “We’re 
positive with how the lads 
responded, but in terms of hav¬ 
ing four officials - three 


involved in the game, one in the 
TMO box - and they still can’t 
come up with the right decision. 

“If that’s the directive with 
Kieran then he got what was 
expected, but for them not to 
then look at anything around 
that incident is beyond belief.”

Northants to play first 
Champo day-nighter 


CRICKET 


Northamptonshire will play their first-ever 
day/night match in the County 
Championship next year, after the ECB 
revealed the fixtures, across all formats, 
for the 2017 season. 

The floodlights at Wantage Road will be 
put to full use from Monday 26 June, when 
Leicestershire are the visitors, forming a 
part of a full round of day/night fixtures 
being played that week. 

Division Two in the County 
Championship will comprise of ten teams 
next year, with each county playing 14 
matches, a reduction from the 16 of previ¬ 
ous seasons. 

Northants will open their campaign with 
a home game against Glamorgan, which 
will start on Friday 7 April, with the first 
excursion of the season taking them to 
Derbyshire the following week. 

David Ripley’s side will hope to maintain 
their momentum from this past season, as 
they won their final three games in four- 
day cricket to finish fifth in the table. 

The curtain will be brought down on 
their campaign at Grace Road, where they 
make the return journey to Leicestershire 
from Monday 25 September. 

Of real interest will be the defence of the 
Steelbacks’ T20 Blast title, which will get 
under way against Derbyshire on Friday 7 
July. The group stage of the competition 
will take place across a couple of blocks at 
the height of summer next year, with less 
of the switching between formats, 
although there is a Championship game 
against Gloucestershire squeezed in from 
Sunday 6 August. 

Should Northants qualify, they’ll be look¬ 
ing to reach their fourth Finals Day in five 
years with the finale at Edgbaston set to 
take place on Saturday 2 September. 

The One-Day Cup will also be played in a 
concentrated period in 2017, with 
Northants playing the first of their eight 
matches in the North Group against 
Warwickshire on Thursday 27 April. 

The group stage will end with another 
home game against Nottinghamshire just 
over three weeks later, with the final of the 
50-over competition taking place at Lord’s 
on Saturday 1 July. 

The Steelbacks reached the quarter finals 
of the One-Day Cup last season, when they 
fell to a dramatic one-wicket defeat at 
home to Surrey.

Brackley striving to

Brackley Town will be looking to cause 
another sensation in this season's FA 
Cup when they travel to Blackpool in the 
second round of the competition on 
Saturday. 

It's only the second time in their 126- 
year history that the Saints have 
reached this stage and, just as they did 
on the previous occasion, they earned it 
after upsetting League One Gillingham 
in a replay at St James Park. 

It was certainly no fluke for Brackley, 
of National League North, as they took 
the lead three times in that tie before 
eventually prevailing against the Gills. 

The reward is a trip to a club two 
divisions above them, albeit one that is 
in good form, after their 4-1 win against 
Newport County last weekend took 
Blackpool into a play-off place in League 
Two. 

Brackley manager Kevin Wilkin said: 
“We've watched Blackpool a few times 
and we know that they're a powerful, 
direct side who will ask questions of us. 

“It will be up to us to get in their faces 
and make life difficult for them and if 
we can do that and perform at our best 
we'll give ourselves a chance of making a 
real game out of it. I thought we were 
fantastic against Gillingham and 
thought we fully deserved to come 
through the tie on the balance of the two 
games. We'll be looking for more of the 
same of the players at Blackpool.'' 

A knock to winger Glenn Walker (dead 
leg) will be assessed ahead of the week¬ 
end, but Brackley's small squad is other¬ 
wise injury-free and they'll be travelling 
to Bloomfield Road in good shape. 

They followed up their wonderful 
victory against Gillingham with a 2-1 
home win against Harrogate Town that 
kept them within three points of a play¬ 
off spot in English football's sixth tier. 

After this, they were taken to a replay 
in the FA Trophy by Mickleover Sports 
before seeing them off by defeating 
them 3-1 on Tuesday night. 

Wilkin said: “We're confident going 
into the tie, but we know we're going to 
have to work very hard to pick up a 
result there. We've shown so far this 
season that we're capable of playing 
really good football." 


‘We must be switched on’

Northampton Town will be 
preparing for their FA Cup 
second round tie at non-league 
Stourbridge in the same manner 
as last week's fixture with 
promotion-chasing Bolton, 
according to their manager Rob 
Page. 

For the second round in a row, 
the Cobblers will be faced with 
opposition four divisions below 
them, only this time they’ll be on 
the road, as they travel to the 
Northern Premier League side on 
Sunday. 

They’ll do so off the back of four 
narrow defeats in a row and with¬ 
out a goal in their last three 
games, so Stourbridge would be 
forgiven for thinking they’re 
playing Northampton at the right 
time. 

But Town are determined a 
team 88 places below them in the 
football pyramid will not cause a 
shock and deny them a poten¬ 
tially lucrative tie in round three. 

Page said: “The biggest message 
is we can’t underestimate the 
opposition. We’ll be approaching 
the game as if we were approach¬ 
ing Bolton last week, nothing 
important will change from that 
point of view. 

“Mentally, we need to be 
switched on and ready for a battle 
because there’s upsets in the 
competition year in year out. 

“Like I said in the previous 
round [against Harrow Borough], 
we’ve got to make sure that it’s 
not us on Sunday.” 

Stourbridge produced a mini¬ 


upset in round one by knocking 
out Whitehawk - from the 
division above them - after a 
replay, where Page got his first 
glimpse of the side managed by 
Gary Hackett. 

“They were good on the night, 
convincing winners,” Page said, 
adding: “There was a good turn¬ 
out - it was just short of 2,000 
supporters there, so it was a 
fantastic turnout for Stourbridge. 

“We’ll have to be at our best on 
Sunday to get the win.” 

November was a frustrating 
month for Northampton, 
although they emerged from last 
Saturday’s 1-0 defeat against 
Bolton with their confidence 
intact after producing a good 
performance in the second half at 
Sixfields. 

Their recent run has seen them 
drop 11 places in the League One 
table to 17th as the goals have 
dried up, but Page is confident 
the Cobblers will be hitting the 
net regularly again soon enough. 

He said: “Not three weeks ago 
we were fifth in the league and 
the second-highest scorers in the 
division, so I find that [talk of lack 
of goals] surprising, but people 
will have their opinions. 

“We’ve had a difficult three or 
four weeks now with regards to 
the results, they haven’t quite 
gone for us, but it was great to see 
the fans appreciate the effort the 
boys put in on Saturday. 

“Again, I’ve looked at the goal 
and it’s a legitimate goal - John- 
Joe [O’Toole] is not offside. 

“It’s frustrating, when it’s not 
going your way, but it will turn. If 
we keep giving levels of 
performances that we’re giving, it 
will turn and it’s important that 
we all stick together.”

McCourt sees chance to put things right 


Midfielder Jak McCourt is 
determined to ensure that 
Northampton Town will not be 
the victims of an FA Cup shock 
when they face Stourbridge in 
the second round on Sunday.

to be a shock on Sunday. All the 
lads have got their heads 
switched on and I’m telling you 
now that there will be no shock. 

“Hopefully there’s more goals 
there but if it has to be by one 
goal or two goals then we will 
win. 

“When we played Harrow we 
prepared like it was a league 
game and we’re doing the same 
this week - we’ll have a look at 
their strengths and their weak¬ 
nesses then we’ll target them.”
